Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  Oswaldtwistle  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1948.  1  he  report  has  been  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  Circular  3/49  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
January,  1949 

The  Death  Rate  (14.1)  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year,  but 
higher  than  the  rate  for  the  whole  country,  which  was  10.8. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 
is  slightly  lower,  and  the  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  shows  an 
increase  of  0.02  per  1,000  on  1947. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  nil  per  1,000  live  births,  and 
nil  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 

The  report  on  the  Water  Supply  and  Sewage  Disposal  is 
discussed  in  Section  C,  the  Housing  Report  in  Section  D,  and 
in  Section  F  the  report  on  the  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over, 
Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

The  various  rates  in  this  report  are  based  upon  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  mid-year  1948. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  higher,  being  17.1  per  1,000,  and  shews 
an  increase  of  0.2  on  1947,  but  still  compares  unfavourably  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  W  ales  (17.9  per  1,000). 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  14  per  1,000  (live  births);  this  is  a 
decrease  of  48  over  the  1947  figure.  Congenital  debility  was  the 
principal  cause  of  these  deaths. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate,  18  per  1,000  (live  and  still  births),  is  a 
decrease  of  10  per  1,000  on  that  of  1947. 
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I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  help  during-  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Accountant, 
Surveyor,  and  other  Officials  for  their  assistance  to  me  in  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Oswaldtwistle. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1948,  and  also  for  the  Cleansing  Department  for 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1949. 

1  he  housing  situation  continues  to  cause  some  concern.  Much 
of  the  cottag-e  property  was  built  60-80  years  ago  and  although 
in  the  main  the  houses  are  substantially  built,  the  accommodation 
and  amenities  provided  are  pitiably  inadequate  when  compared 
with  present  day  standards  for  a  comfortable  and  satisfactory 
home  life.  Many  homes  were  visited  in  the  course  of  the  year 
and  repairs  duly  carried  out ;  unfortunately,  owing  to  shortage  of 
labour  and  materials  in  the  building  trades,  the  repairs  could  not 

be  of  an  extensive  character,  but  only  such  as  to  make  the 

properties  reasonably  weatherproof  and  habitable. 

Another  formidable  task  undertaken  during-  the  year  was 
the  preparation  of  a  new  Register  of  Applicants  for  Council 
Houses.  I  he  Special  Report  on  this  wrork  has  already  been 
issued  and  it  is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  at  the  close  of  the  year 

there  were  463  applicants  upon  the  Register  and  16  families  had 

been  re-housed  during  the  twelve  month  period.  The  Council’s 
future  building  programme  includes  a  number  of  two-bedroom 
type  houses  and  flats  and  it  is  hoped  these  will  give  some  relief 
to  those  small  families  at  present  living  in  lodgings  who  have  not 
yet  had  an  opportunity  of  renting  a  house  of  their  own. 

The  Council’s  water  supplies  for  the  area  have  been  con¬ 
sistently  good  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  the  addition  of  Town 
Bent  Pit  water  proving  an  undoubted  boon  during  periods  of 
drought.  The  Cross  Edge  and  Newthorn  private  water  supplies 
continue  to  cause  concern,  but  although  various  schemes  have 
been  considered  by  the  Council,  there  appears  to  be  little  prospect 
of  any  immediate  solution  to  this  problem. 
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The  inspection  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation  and 
storage  of  food  forms  an  ever-increasing-  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Department.  No  opportunity  is  overlooked  of  giving-  advice  on 
the  hygienic  handling  of  food  stuifs,  and  1  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  trade  personnel  are  co-operative  in  this  vital  matter.  Visits 
were  paid  as  often  as  possible  during  the  year  to  dairy  farms,  and 
the  interest  of  the  farmers  in  more  hygienic  methods  is  confirmed 
by  an  increased  number  of  enquiries  regarding  the  production  of 
graded  milks.  I  must  not  omit  to  mention  here  the  very  helpful 
co-operation  given  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the 
Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  in  connection  with  the  examination  of 
food  and  water  samples. 

Lhe  Rodent  Control  Scheme  continues  to  operate  with  success. 
Private  and  business  premises  and  the  Council’s  sewag'e  systems 
and  tip  have  all  received  regular  treatments,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  890  rats  were  destroyed  during  the  year. 

In  the  Cleansing  Department  the  transport  problem  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult,  and  although  two  new  vehicles 
were  ordered  many  months  ago  there  appears  small  prospect  of 
delivery  in  the  immediate  future.  This  service  can  only  be  main¬ 
tained  at  a  satisfactory  level  by  complete  efficiency  of  the  vehicles 
and  any  breakdown  must  necessarily  be  a  serious  handicap.  The 
introduction  of  the  workmen’s  44  hour  week  and  extra  holiday 
period  will  inevitably  involve  extra  expenditure  if  the  usual  services 
of  street  cleansing  and  refuse  removal  are  to  be  adequately 
maintained.  During  the  year  143  tons  of  waste  material  was 
collected  and  this  was  valued  at  ,-£771. 

In  this,  my  seventh  annual  report,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the 
many  kindnesses  extended  to  me  bv  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Officials,  my  own  Staff  and  all  others  who 
have  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

Water  Supply. 

The  Township  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council’s  own 
waterworks.  The  gathering-  grounds  provide  upland  surface 
water  to  the  four  reservoirs,  the  holding  capacity  of  which  when 
full  are  as  follows:  —

Some  years  ago  the  Council  installed  a  Pumping  Station 
at  Town  Bent  Pit ;  this  considerably  augments  the  water  supply, 
and  acts  as  a  reserve  in  the  event,  of  any  drought.  1  he  pump  is 
capable  of  raising  25,000  gallons  per  hour. 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  provision  of  a 
water  supply  for  the  Cross  Edge,  Newthorn  and  Gaulkthorn 
district,  which  is  at  present  supplied  from  springs  and  wells, 
which  are  liable  to  contamination.  As  yet  no  definite  conclusions 
have  been  formed,  the  principal  difficulty  appearing  to  be  the  high 
cost  of  providing  town’s  water  to  a  limited  number  of  houses. 
The  houses  themselves  are  old,  and  contain  many  undesirable 
features.

The  highest  rainfall  was  during  the  month  of 
January.  The  total  rainfall  last  year  was  47.19  inches. 
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Water  Samples. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  Councils  water  during-  the 
year  appears  to  have  been  satisfactory. 

Sixteen  samples  of  water  were  examined,  eleven  of  these 
being  from  the  Council’s  own  supply,  and  five  taken  from  private 
supplies.  Of  the  eleven  samples  taken  from  the  Council’s  own 
supply,  four  were  taken  of  the  raw  water  and  seven  of  the  water 
going  into  supply.  The  bacteriologist’s  reports  on  these  waters 
were  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  four  samples  taken  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  in  which  coliform  organisms  were  found. 
Subsequent  samples  show  these  organisms  to  have  been 
eliminated. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency  action. 

Five  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  were  not  very 
satisfactory,  the  bacteriologist  suggesting  that  samples  be  taken 
from  time  to  time  to  ensure  that  the  quality  of  the  supply  does 
not  deteriorate.

There  are  no  houses  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains 
by  means  of  standpipes. 

There  are  approximately  fifty  houses  on  private  water  supplies, 
the  number  of  inhabitants  of  these  houses  being  120. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  was  no  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  during  the 
year.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Aspen  Sewage 
Works,  which  is  of  modern  design,  and  the  treatment  is 
biological.  The  village  of  Belthorn  has  a  separate  sewage  disposal 
works  on  the  same  principle,  and  the  Knuzden  and  Peel  Fold 
sewage  is  dealt  with  by  the  Blackburn  County  Borough. 

The  districts  of  Cross  Edge  and  Duckworth  Hall  are  without 
a  proper  sewage  system. 

The  ventilation  at  road  level  of  our  main  sewers  is  not  entirely 
satisfactory,  as  is  indicated  by  the  offensive  smells  that  are  from 
time  to  time  emitted  from  numerous  manholes. 
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Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  two  main  streams  flowing  through  the  district,  the 
Tinker  and  Smithy  Brooks.  In  the  latter  case  a  chemical  works 
discharge  their  effluent  thereto,  and  although  this  effluent  is 
generally  known  as  “  neutral,”  there  is  no  escaping  the  fact  that 
on  many  occasions  there  is  a  distinct  chemical  odour  given  off 
the  bed  of  the  stream. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  closet  conversion  scheme  has  continued  during  the  year, 
and  the  particulars  regarding  the  number  of  waste  water  closets 
and  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  is  given  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Shops  were  inspected  under  the  above  Act.  There  were  no 
contraventions  as  regards  ventilation  and  temperature  or  sanitary 
accommodation . 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district,  although 
one  piece  of  open  ground,  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  has  been  used 
for  this  purpose  for  over  30  years.  Travelling  salesmen  station 
their  vans  thereon  for  varying  periods.  Sanitary  accommodation 
is  provided  by  three  water  closets,  and  water  is  derived  from  a 
standpipe. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  time  limit  allowed  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke, 
amended  in  1929,  is:  1  boiler  4  minutes,  2  boilers  5  minutes,  3 
boilers  6  minutes,  4  boilers  7  minutes  per  hour.  There  is  no 
serious  nuisance  arising  from  the  emission  of  black  smoke.  Five 
observations  were  made,  and  a  representakon  was  made  in  one 
instances  of  excessive  emission.  It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of 
mechanical  stokers  and  correct  grade  of  fuel  will  effect  an 
improvement. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  within  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  infected  house  was  treated  during  the  year.  Method  of 
treatment  is  by  duplicate  spraying  with  Zaldecide  and  the  removal 
of  skirting  boards,  door  jambs  and  picture  moulds. 

The  results  are  fairly  effective,  but  success  depends  on  the 
constant  vigilance  and  cleanliness  of  the  tenants. 
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Schools. 

These  are  adequately  dealt  with  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Many  of  the  church  schools 
are  using-  trough  latrines,  and  although  these  are  kept  as  clean  as 
possible,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  they  are  most  undesirable. 

Routine  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  when  necessary  by  the 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  School  M.O.H.  and 
District  M.O.H.  co-operate  with  regard  to  school  closure  in  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.  Contacts  of 
infectious  disease  are  excluded  from  school.

The  sewage  system  and  refuse  tips  received  two  treatments, 
and  the  success  of  these  treatments  has  a  considerable  bearing 
on  the  surface  infestation  of  rats.  A  number  of  premise 
infestations  have  been  traced  to  defective  drains,  and  in  these 
cases  the  owners  are  required  to  make  good  the  drains.
